Mining Antiques in Marion

Antique enthusiasts and dealers filled Tabor 
Academy's auditorium this past weekend to attend 
the 14th annual Marion Antiques Show and Sale. Over 
seventy dealers from around the country set up booths 
displaying an array of heirloom-quality furniture, oriental 
rugs, lamps, art, painted furniture, and other specialty 
items such as whaling artifacts and primitive pieces.

Ms. Levine said that the show is known all over 
New England "as one of the little gems of antique shows." 

Approximately four thousand people attend the 
weekend event each summer. "We have people coming 
from New York, New Jersey, Rhode Island and the Boston 
area," said Ms. Levine, adding that there is a "little some- 
thing here for everyone." 

This year Derek Raymont, of Raymont Antiques, 
came to the show all the way from Cheshire England 
to exhibit antique barometers made in France and Eng- 
land during the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. He 
explained that during that period, farmers, merchants and 
fishermen were dependent on barometers for planting 
crops and planning voyages. Craftsmen encased the ba- 
rometers in wood and glass, ultimately turning them into 
works of art that would be passed down from generation 
to generation much like an antique clock. 

Although planning for the event is an ongoing 
process, Ms. Levine praises the support and help of all 
the volunteers and local business owners who make this 
project possible. Proceeds from this year's even will be

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of Select- 
men was called to order on Tuesday, August 22 at 7:00 
pm by Chairman Andrew Jeffrey after adjournment of 
Executive Session to discuss litigation.

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board to look through each item for their input, and they 
agreed to organize their input. The motion was made and 
carried to accept the draft, whereupon Mr. Jeffrey thanked 
M r. Ribeiro and his committee for their work. 

At 7:20 pm. Chairman Jeffrey opened the hearing 
for placement of a Verizon/ ComElectric pole. Their being 
no objections the motion to approve was carried unani- 
mously.

Eastern Equine Encephalitis (EEE) Virus Con- 
firmed in Mosquitoes from Mattapoisett 

The Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
announced on 8/18/06 that the EEE virus has been de- 
tected in mosquitoes collected from Mattapoisett. There 
was one EEE virus-positive culisepa melanura mosquito 
sample identified. This particular mosquito does not bite 
humans, but does bite birds. In 2005, forty-five EEE virus 
positive mosquito samples were identified in twenty-one 
Massachusetts towns in six counties. 

EEE is a rare but serious illness spread by mos- 
quitoes. Four human cases, two of whom died from the 
infection, were identified in 2005. While EEE can infect 
people of all ages, people under the age of 15 and over 
the age of 50 years of age are at greatest risk for serious 
illness.

toma, a cancer that requires frequent trips from his home 
in Mattapoisett to the Jimmy Fund Clinic at Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute in Boston for chemotherapy. 

"A lot of people have come forward to support 
our family," said Willy's mother, Kathryn Gauvin. "It's 
very humbling. Our participation in the Jimmy Fund 
Walk is an avenue where we can begin to give back." 

On Sunday, September 17, Willy will be one of 
more than two dozen Jimmy Fund patients who will be 
featured as "Heroes" of the Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund 
Walk. As a Hero, Willy's photograph will be posted on a 
mile marker located along the 26.2-mile route from Hop- 
kinton to Boston. 

The Boston Marathon Jimmy Fund Walk, pre- 
sented by Hyundai Motor America, is the only event other 
than the Boston Marathon itself that is sanctioned by the 
Boston Athletic Association to use the historic route. Over 
its 17-year history the Jimmy Fund Walk has contributed 
more than $40 million to support cancer research and 
care at Dana-Farber. This year more than 6,000 walkers 
are expected to participate in the event to raise more than 
$4.75 million for the world-renowned Dana-Farber Cancer 
Institute. 

Among the walkers will be a team of police chiefs 
who will walk in Willy's honor. His family and friends 
have also formed a team called Will Power. 

All participants on the Hopkinton (26.2 miles) 
and Wellesley (13.1 miles) routes must raise a minimum of 
$200 in contributions; for the three-mile Boston Walk, the 
requirement is $200 for walkers age 13 and older and $100 
for walkers 12 and younger. Those who raise more than 
$750 achieve Pacesetter status. Pacesetters receive special 
recognition from the Jimmy Fund and are invited to a cel- 
ebration at the start of the next Walk season. Participants 
are encouraged to form teams and walk in honor of those 
who have been affected by cancer. 

Walkers may choose to walk the entire route from 
Hopkinton to Boston, walk 13.1 miles from the halfway 
point in Wellesley or join patients and their families in the 
three-mile Boston Walk from the Harvard Medical School 
Quad.

Snakes on a Plane. Starring 
Samuel L. Jackson, Julianna 
Mai^iulies, and snakes. Directed 
by David R. Ellis. Running time: 
105 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 
In case you wondered, it comes about an hour and twenty minutes in: 
ttie call and response in the Church of B-Movies, with Samuel L. Jackson 
as the hellfire pastor "Enough is enough!" bellows Jackson. "I have had it 
with these motherf— in' snakes on this motherf— in'p/ane!" The heavily 
sarcastic audience at the Thursday-night screening went wild. The entire 
movie leads up to that line, that delivery of that line, that actor delivering 
that line in that way. 

Is it worth the wait? As someone with a deep appreciation for B-mov- 
ies done with panache, I'd say yes. Snakes on a Plane delivers the goods. 
How could it not? It does drag a bit in the middle; there are, as it happens, 
only so many ways you can do snakes on a plane, and the filmmakers' 
ingenuity peaks early. Still, this is perfectly pleasurable drive-in fare, and 
would have been even without the incessant Internet hype that we're all a 
little tired of by now. What's going to be funny is watching Hollywood try 
to catch this schlock-zeitgeist lightning in a bottle twice. But they can't. 
Snakes on a Plane wiU be often imitated, never duplicated. 

Imoum the loss of original director Ronny Yu, whomight've made his 
Snakes as a "crazy mad Hong Kong version," to quote Jackson. But Final 
Destination 2 helmer David R. Ellis steps up authoritatively and gets the 
dirty job done. Jackson's FBI agent Neville Flynn must protect a murder 
witness (Nathan Phillips) from the vicious ganglord whose baseball-bat 
antics he inadvertently eavesdropped on. Flynn puts the guy on a red-eye 
from Honolulu to L.A. to testify. The ganglord arranges to have a wide 
variety of poisonous snakes (from all over the world, we're told by snake 
expert Todd Louiso) placed in the cargo hold, with pheromones making 
them super-aggressive. At a certain point, the snakes dangle down into the 
coach cabin along with the oxygen masks, and it's showtime. 

Snakes on a Plane was famously reshot to upgrade it from a milder 
PG-13 to a harder R rating, and the additional sleaze (snake vs. boob) and 




gore certainly don't hurt. Watching it with a snarky crowd amped up for 
self-aware crapola is a meta experience — every death becomes a home 
run, every bit of foreshadowing ("Yes, coach is safe," stewardess Julianna 
MarguUes reassures a nervous chihuahua-carting bimbo) an occasion for 
MST3K-style goofing. This is absolutely one of the great audience films, if 
you see it with the right jaded mix of people (or just go with a large group 
of like-minded friends). I really don't see it working as well in your living 
room (unless, again, you invite a bunch of derisive geeks over). 

Jackson does his usual Jackson thing; he knows he's there to come 
across with the Samuel L. Jackson- ness, and he pleases the crowd without 
too much effort. To be honest, it was more fun watching him gleefully 
promoting the film on The Daily Show than watching him in the actual 
movie; Snakes on a Plane doesn 't quite live up to the Great Ultimate S amuel 
L. Jackson Motherf— in' Movie in your head. But it'U do, and there's fun 
support from Kenan Thompson as the videogame-addicted Troy, Bobby 
Cannavale as an FBI desk jockey who finds himself collaring a snake 
wrangler in the desert when he'd rather be bidding on a black velvet Pam 
Anderson painting, and David Koechner as the unflappable co-pilot who 
manages to steer the plane with a Popeye-swoUen arm full of venom. 

Snakes on a Plane is a catchphrase, a marketing triumph, a hipster 
phenomenon. Fortunately, it's also a slyly entertaining flick divorced from 
aU that, with various satisfying snake kills (many wfll enjoy the fate of 
the poor sap who only sought to empty his bladder; others wfll thrill to 
the unfair match of insufferable British twit vs. boa constrictor). Best of 
all, it can't possibly disappoint your expectations, because what are you 
expecting? There's a plane. There are snakes on it. And there's Samuel L. 
Jackson. For once, you get exactly what the ads promise.
